SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command announced iioday Utat 
48 American believers and 
planes were lost in Vietnam 
during the past week. It was one 
of the highe.st aircraft tolls in 
ihe eight years and five months 
that Che United States has been 
fighting to the Southeast Asian 
war. 
The Ios.ses raised to 5.346 the 
number of American aircraft 
shot down, destroyed on the 
ground by enemy rocket, mor­ 
tar and ground ait^ks, or lost 
due to operational failures dur­ 
ing the war. 
In the year since the peace 
talks b^an in Paris on May 13, 
1968. the United States has lost 
1,5.57 aircraft, or roughly one- 
third of the number lost to the 
previou.s seven years. 
'The 5,346 aircraft losi are 
mated to have cost between $5 
billion and $6 billion .The losses 
rose sharply during the past 
year despite a partial halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam in 
April 1968, and a complete ces­ 
sation last Nov, 1. 
Of the total losse.s, 2.698 were 
fixed-wing 
planes 
and 
2,648 
were helicopters. 
Of the 48 aircraft lost in the 
past week, 22 helicopters were 
shot down, 18 helicopters were 
lo.st to other causes, two fixed- 
wing planes were shot down and 
six fixed-wing aircraft were lost 
to otho- causes.

48 American 
Aircraft Lost 
In Past Week 


One Of Highest In 
Over 8 Years U.S. 
Has Been In War 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command announced today that 
48 
American helicopters 
and 
planes were lost in Vietnam 
during the past week. It was one 
of the highest aircraft tolls in 
the eight years and five months 
that the United States has been 
fighting in the Southeast Asian 
war. 


The losses raised to 5,346 the 
number of American aircraft 
shot down, destroyed on the 
ground by enemy rocket, mor­ 
tar and ground attacks, or lost 
due to operational failures dur­ 
ing the war. 


In the year since the peace 
talks began in Paris on May 13, 
1968. the United States has lost 
1,557 aircraft, or roughly one- 
third of the number lost in the 
previous seven years. 


The 5,346 aircraft lost are esti­ 
mated to have cost between $5 
billion and $6 billion..The losses 
rose sharply during the past 
year despite a partial halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam in 
April 1968, and a complete ces­ 
sation last Nov. I. 
Of Hie total losses, 2,698 were 
fixed-wing 
planes 
and 
2,648 
were helicopters. 
Of the 48 aircraft lost in the 
past week, 22 helicopters were 
shot down, 18 helicopters were 
lost to other causes, two fixed- 
wing planes were shot down and 
six fixed-wing aircraft were lost 
to other cause®.

WLASHINGTON — There are two ways lo look 
at the Vietnam prob lem.

Two Views 
Of Vietnam 


WASHINGTON — There are two ways to look 
at the Vietnam problem. 
One is to be concerned about the political as­ 
pects inside this country—the unpopularity of 
the war, campus revolts against the draft and 
the feeling that the United States has no busi­ 
ness sending troops to settle the ‘‘internal” af­ 
fairs of a country 8.000 miles away. 
The other is to take into account the possible 
consequences of a weakening of American poli­ 
cy. with the probability that toe United Stetes 
will be entangled in a war of much greater pro­ 
portions in the next few years. 
This could develop because of a belief around 
toe world that America will not use its military 
power again to save any jieople from an ag­ 
gression aided and abetted by the Soviet Union 
and Red Olina. 


THIS FUNDAMENTAL principle in such • 
policy cannot be brushed aside just by making 
a “cease-fire” agreement, as was done in Ko­ 
rea. For the situation in the Far Baal has never 
been slablized since the Korean War. 
The complete collapse of the United Nations 
is the cause of the trend toward more and more 
acts of aggression on the parts of imperialistic 
governments. Instead of the collective action 
provided for under the U.N. charter, toe United 
States has had to stand up alone, without the 
aid of major powers, in the effort to thwart wt- 
em pts to conquer South Vietnam. 
Presidents Johnson and Nixon have endeav­ 
ored through peace negotiations at Paris, to 
achieve a settlement with North Vietnam. 
But the recent 10-point proposal made by the 
“ National Liberation Front,” which is the politi­ 
cal arm of the Viet Cong—the Communists in 
South Vietnam — shows clearly that there is 
not the slightest intention of making a peace 
treaty and that the most that would be accom­ 
plished would be an armistice such as prevails 
in Korea. 
The IO point proposal, for instance, demands 
that the United States and its allies withdraw 
“ all troops military personnel, arms and war 
materiel without posing anv condition whatsoev­ 
e r ” 
“Ihe parties shall reach agreement on an in­ 
ternational supervision about the withdrawal 
from South Vietnam of the troops, military per­ 
sonnel, arms and war materiel of the United 
Skates and the other foreign countries of the 
American camp.” 
There is no machinery suggested for supervi­ 
sion of what the military forces; of North Viet­ 
nam do in South Vietnam 
/ 
In the final analysis, the President of the 
United States is confronted with a decision as 
to whether the present peace negotiations are 
merely to be used as a device whereby Ameri­ 
ca can somehow wriggle out of the Vietnam di­ 
lemma or whether the United States shall stand 
firmly on its original position. 
Shall it continue the protection of South Viet­ 
nam by members of the Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization or give up the war and let toe 
Communists overrun the various countries In 
Asia which they do not as yet occupy or Con­ 
roe 
Tile United States has failed to pinpoint toe 
role played by Red China and the Soviet Union 
throughout the world The governments of both 
these countries have furnished billions of dol­ 
lars to sustain toe North Vietnamese military 
operation. 
\ 
A RETREAT BY toe United States from Viet­ 
nam could mean that the Russians would he en­ 
couraged, for Instance, to assist East Germany 
in a possible invasion of West Germany 
It 
might also stimulate the Communists to intensi­ 
fy the Arah-Israel friction. 
For. (Nice the United States gives the slightest 
sign that It is returning to isolationism, the 
Communists will be quick to take advantage of 
this 
Such an attitude has been misconstrued 
abroad in the past and has led toe Untied 
States into two world wars The big question is 
whether history will repeat itself if toe United 
States back down in Vietnam.

A spokesman for the Student 
Free Speech Committee said 
Thursday night the open demon­ 
strations were discontinued be­ 
cause it became “obvious that 
any further activity wouldn’t 
bring any more pressure to bear 
on the administration.”
